Restore lost ranks of assistant 
chief, training instructor, captains, lieu- 
tenants and engineeers.

Inspector O’Toole reported on the pro- 
gress of Chief Charles Stragier, presently 
confined at St. Lawrence Hospital.

RESOLUTIONS 
Resolved by Commissioner Forsythe— 


That all School Crossing Guards be termi- 
nated at the end of the school year in June, 
and that those who wish to return in the 
fall, be re-hired. 


Terminations would be effective at the 
end of each school year in June, and the 
guards would be re-hired beginning with 
the schoo] year in September. 


All guards would be known as temporary 
employees, and would not be included in 
the City Pension Plan. Therefore, no de- 
ductions would be taken from their pay- 
checks. Neither would they be eligible for 
the Death Benefit Insurance. Michigan 
Hospital Service (Blue Cross) will not be 
carried during the summer months by the 
city, rather, it will be the individual’s re- 
sponsibility to make his or her own pay- 
ments if he wishes to carry hospitalization. 


Further, that age should be no barrier 
for school crossing guards, providing they 
are physically fit, due to the fact that they 
derive no benefits. 


That all crossing guards be paid the 
sum of $1.50 per hour for a 4 hr. day. This 
would constitute $6 for one day, or $30 for 
a 5 day week. No sick leave would be 
granted, and they must work to receive 
this salary. 


If the quota of school guards can not be 
met at the beginning of the school year 
in September from employees of the present 
school crossing guards, or other men wish- 
ing this type of employment, serious con- 
sideration should be given to hiring women 
for this type of work. 


Serious consideration should be given by 
the Council to the use of Sky Walks at 
the busier locations. 


It is further recommended that all school 
crossing guards be outfitted in some type of 
uniform so that they can be readily dis- 
tinguishable as guards, which we feel would 
definitely assist them in performing their 
crossing duties. In the past, these men have 
worn navy blue uniform coats, donated to 
us by local industry when their plant pro- 
tection men could no longer use them. A 
regular uniform for the crossing guards

would further distinguish them from a 
regular police officer. 


If the members of the Public Safety 
Committee of the Council should desire to 
meet with the members of the Board of 
Police and Fire Commissioners, along with 
Chief Stragier and Lt. McCourt for further 
discussion of this matter, such a meeting 
would be most welcome.

Maximum: 2/3 annual rate of compensa- 
tion of sergeant. 


Upon the member’s death, 2/3 of the 
annuity will be continued to the member’s 
widow. 


IIl.—Non-Duty Disability Annuity 
Service requirement: 6 months. 


A non-duty disabilitant shall receive an 
annual annuity computed the same as a 
service retirement annuity. 


IlI.—Non-duty Death (Survivor’s Annuity) 
Service requirement: 10 years. 


Upon a member’s death, his widow shall 
receive an annuity of 2/3 the annuity to 
which the member would have been entitled, 
pe Ris retired on the day preceding his 

eath.

Due to the continuous growth of com- 
munication facilities for the Police, Fire 
and Sheriff’s Departments, additional help 
is necessary at the Police Department 
Radio Lab. The present personnel at the 
Radio Lab consists of one Radio Engineer 
and one Assistant Radio Engineer, both 
Police Department employees. In former 
years, there was a total of three people 
assigned to this Radio Lab; however, since 
the resignation of Assistant Radio Engi- 
neer Carter McCormick, there has been 
only the two men. 


Because of this continuous growth of 
communication facilities, the third man 
is urgently needed immediately. This man, 
we feel, should be hired under the status of 
a civilian employee, and must possess a 
Second Class Radio Telephone License. It 
has been suggested by our Radio Engineer, 
Stanley Steigman, that the amount of 
$6,000 be set as starting salary for this 
position.
